Money was plentiful and the hard- 
ship of pioneer life as known in the 
old Weal were scarcely realized. 
Wltli a change in circumstances, 
however, tho farmers of Douglas 
county experience rnoio or lass of 
difficulty in raamtiining then former 
status 
It is no'w loiced upon them 


that a eonseivatistn to which they 
are not accustomoil must succeed to 
thoss easy conditions vrhioh for yeois 
made them caieleso as to tho future. 
Money is no longei plentiful aud His 
now discovered that tho fanners of 
Nevada mnst look to n policy whicli 
will make GUI agnculturnl oonimnni 
ties self supporting and aelf sustain- 
ing if they would reih^e wealth 
It 


will no longei do to sand to (Jhicugo 
for hams, bjorimTi o for Horn, or 
San Francisco for canned \egelublea, 
With money whicn ha^ heretofore 
represented hny, pnstnio and chicken 
feed. 
Pork, gram, tHiry products 


and live stock mnst t,ur ceod to the 
old regime, and tho fmuieis them- 
selves must foi0'it the mutual jeal 
onsies which aro to apt to ufieot them, 
and patronize home pioducts as well 
as home muaufactuieis. 
We observe 


that in Carson Valley laige lots ot 
barley which were raised to supply 
teamsters remain unsold in their 
graneries, and that old crops aio 
likely to piove almost profitless. 
During the present season a much 
larger area than ever before lias been 
devoted to trheat, but much of the 
orop IB "off grade" for milling pur 
poaes—being 
useful 
at best for 


chicken feed. Some of the farmers 
have, however, succeeded in produc- 
ing crops of good clean wheat foi 
flour. The 
question 
now arises 


•whether Nevada millers can afford to 
pay cash for the good article, ESIII it 
into merchantable brands of flour 
and depend upon Nevada custom for 
remuneration. Smgulaily, the qn«a 
tion is by no means free from 
diffi 


cnlty 
and 
uncertainty. 
Almost 


universally Nevada people, including 
farmers, buy thair Sour at the stores 
for cash, or on credit, and insist on 
the best article in the market—having 
no faith in Nevada brands The truth 
is, however, that Nevada floor is 
just as fine an any in the market. 
Oar farmers should patronize it for 
the reason that it is made from Ne- 
vada products ?nd a cash market for 
Nevada wheat of g od quality is tbns 
•seoared. 
Neighborhood jealousies 


should be suppi eased 
Neighbor 


should stand shoulder to shouldoi 
•with neighbor m the effort to make 
the commonwealth self sustaining 
No one man piospers unless his 
neighbors reap mote or less of bene- 
fit therefrom.

Importing Cattle Free of Duty. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 


Consul General Simon of Matamoras 


IBS adressed tho State Department a 
ommnnication on the subject of beef 
,attle in Mexico and the United States, 
mving reference principally to the 
question, how best to supply the de- 
mand for cattle for the ranches of the 
Western States. J'or the past two or 
hroo years, he says, cattle men have 
begun to look beyond Texas and into 
N rthem Mexico 
for this supply. 


The chief cattle ranges of Northern 
Mexico lies between a line drawn 
"rom Guaymas to Tampico and in- 
ludos the States of Sonora, Chihua- 
hua, Coahuila, Nineva, and Pamoul- 
pas, an area of 300,000 square miles, 
two-lbmls of which is grazing lands, 
lucre may be in this section, 0,500,000 
animals, divided as follows: goats, 2,- 
500,000; meat cattle, 1,500,000; horses, 
1,000,000; sheep, 1,000,000, and mules, 
500,000. The imports of live cattle 
from Mexico have in tbe past paid an 
ad valorem duty of 20 per cent, but 
under the piesont treasury regulations 
the scope of which bas been estab- 
lished by a test case, he says, animals 
for bleeding purposes are imported 
froe of duty, ihe person importing 
them being only obliged to satisfy tbe 
Consul and Collector that he imports 
them for such a purpose. The decis- 
ion in this case being known tbo 
length and breadth of the frontier, 
he anticipated that stockmen in Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Kansas, elc. 
will take full advantage of it and go 
to Mexico for bleeders. It will give a 
great impetus to the caltlo raising in- 
dustry in Northern Mexico.

NEW YORK, September 25.

They are large enough to oatoh for the 
table but there should be a atop put to the 
practice of catching "big strings." 
Some men think uo thing of catching 
over a hundred in an afternoon, and 
they biing \.hem to the city and sell 
them to private parties or the restaur- 
ants. It will not be long before the 
Chinese with their unusually keen eye 
for business, will see a speculation in 
the Washoa Lake fish and they will b» 
caught in nets and brought here by tho 
thousands. A couple of seasons of this 
work would soon exhaust Washoe Lake, 
and then it would take n fresh plant 
and several more years before the luka 
would be good fishing grounds again . 
It requires no skill to catch catfish and 
any pot fisherman with a line and hook 
can catch big strings.
